MINE RECOVERED 


Rapid Progress Made in Re- 
moval of Victims Trapped 
at Work in Entries by Ex-' 


plosion.

SULLIVAN, Ind., Feb, 21.—Rap- 
id progress was made tonight in the 
removal of bodies from the City 
Coal Co. mine, wrecked by an ex- 
plosion Friday. Rescue workers 
penetrating one of the entries in 


which most of the miners were 
trapped had recovered all but eight 
of the 51 victims of the blast. 

Bodies brought out late tonight 
were identified as those of Earl 
Robertson, Earl Laughlin, Charles 
McCammonn, Everett Metcalf, Si- 
las Wagner, Pat Dunning, George 
Baird, Claud Treader, Florence Le- 
cocq, James Burris, James Miller 
and Harry Anderson. 

Thousands of persons floundered 
through fields ankle deep in mud 
today to get a glimpse of the mine 
in which the disaster occurred. 
Intermittent rains also failed to 
check the sightseers. 

A little band of relatives main- 
tained a faithful) watch at the mine 
mouth apparently with ‘a despair- 
ing hope that some of those un- 
derground might be brought. up 
alive. Darkness tonight dispersed, 
to a considerable extent, the crowd 
at the mine.

Thus far all officials have di- 
rected their attention toward the 
rescue work and have refrained 
from taking any action toward in- 
vestigation of the causes of the dis. 
aster. Norval K. Harris, Sul- 
livan County Prosecutor, has 
indicated that a grand jury inves- 
tigation is an improbability. 

Cause of Explosion. 

Mine experts said a cutting ma- 
chine, working close to the wall of 
an abandoned mine had _ cut 
through a partition, releasing a 
flood of gas that had accumulated 
in the old working. A flame from 
a miner’s lamp caused the explo- 
sion. 

A relief fund was started and 
a committee appointed to co 
ordinate the work of render- 
ing assistance. Steps were taken 
also to obtain prompt _§ settle- 
ment of claims under the Work- 
men’s Compensation law. Although 
these claims will aggregate more 
than $200,000, the insurance car- 
ced by the mine would take. care 
of the entire amount, officials de- 
clared.

Work Cites Danger of Use of Open

of mine safety regulations, Secre-, 
tary Work today declared that the 
disaster emphasizes the great haz- 
ard in the continued use of open 
flame lamp in mines. 

“Seven hundred thousand open 
lights are carried daily in the coal 
mines of the United States,’ 
the Secretary, “each lamp being a 
hazard to life and property through 
fire or explosion. Open lights have 
been responsible for many coal 
mine disasters in the past.”

POWER vANT 7 
STILL IN CONTROVERSY 


Aldermen and Citizen Advisors 
Again Fail to Agree on 
Bond Issue Project. 


tenewa! Instead of settlement of 
the costly controversy over the 
proposed $1.000,000 municipal pow- 
er plant and service building, under 
the bond issue, was forecast by the 
statement of a cub-committee of 
the Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee Friday. The sub- 
committee met with the Public 
Utilities Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. The board had killed 
bills appropriating money for the 


plant on recommendation of its 
committee. 

The controversy relates to the 
city’s plan to buy electric current 
for the Memorial Plaza buildings, 
believing that wil! be cheaper than 
generating it In the plant, and to 
pipe steam from the plant to city 
hospital. Opposition by interests 
including the stationary engineers 
ended in the Aldermen's vote 
against the plans, although the 
Supervisory Committee had ap- 
proved them, after studying tech- 
nical reports on both sides of the 
question. 

The subcommittee of the Super- 
visory Committee, comprising Er- 
nest W. Stix, A. 8S. Werremeyer and 
Arthur Stoehr, told the Publie Uttl- 
ities Committee that it would favor 
introduction of new bills renewing 
the city’s plans. 

Alderman Watts, of the utilities 
body, one of the chief opponents 
of the city’s scheme, replied that 
as long as he is In the board he 
will refuse to vote for the power 
plant bills unless they provide for 
generation of electricity, as called 
for in the bond item voted by the 
people. He asserted the Supervisory 
Committee was not carrying out the 
people’s will in recommending pur- 
chase of electricity. 

Alderman Wiehe, chairman of 
the Public Utilities Committee and 
the only one on it who voted for the 
bills, answered that the Supervisory 
Committee members were high- 
class men, working In the. city’s 
interests. Watts didn’t know what 
he was talking about, Wiehe said. 
Watts jumped up, calling Wiehe a 
liar. The argument grew heated, 
but the two Aldermen were re- 
strained by the others present.

Kindled Mass-Emotion. 


HAT were the characteristics 
of the Hellenic theater? The 


audience was ranged about 
the stage in rising and concentric 
tiers, so that the action took place 
virtually in the midst of the spec- 
tators. Performances were given 
in broad daylight, so that the audi- 
ence was as much illumined as the 
actors. The spectators could  ob- 
Serve their fellows, and their reac- 
tions to the drama;:.so that, accord- 
ing to Dr. Hagen, the ancient am- 
phitheater was an ideal apparatus 
for generating mass-emotion. This 
arrangement is cannily preserved, 
he says, by those astute students of 
human nature who devised the sys- 
tem of seating used in the circus, 
the football stadium and the base- 
ball stand. 

In the course of time the lead- 
ing actors of the Greek drama 
forsook the arena, or gridiron, or 
diamond, in the midst of the audi- 
ence, for a platform at one end, 
which gradually developed into a 
stage with a multifarious arrange- 
ment of wings, exits and entrances 
and _ upper and lower levels. The 
chorus remained in the pit, or 
“orchestra,” as it was called, un- 
til, in Roman days, the triumph of 
comedy over tragedy banished the 
chorus altogether. But, through- 
out the Hellenistic period, this 
stage, or podium, retained one 
characteristic—it was ruled by the 
architect and not the painter. It 
remained a three-dimensional and 
permanent structure from which 
the two-dimensional art of the 
painter was banned.

MUNY OPERA PRICES ~ 
TO BE SAME AS IN 1924 


10 Operas Néw to Municipal 
Theater Stage Will Be Pre- 
sented Next Summer. 


There will be no advance in the 
price of tickets for the productions 
to be etaged this summer at the 
open-air theater, Forest Park, un- 
der the auspices of the Municipal 
Theater Association. 

In a statement to this effect, is- 
sued yesterday at the offices’of the 
association, it was pointed out that 
the admission charges for the asso- 
ciation’s performances at the Mu- 
nicipal Theater are as low, or low- 
er, than those obtained for other 
productions at the theater, not- 
withstanding that the Municipal 
Opera productions are the most ex- 
pensive made at the outdoor stad- 
ium. 

The present scale of prices was 
inaugurated in 1921, the third sea- 
son of outdoor light opera. ‘The 
a~erage cost of each of the produc- 
tions in 1922 was $20,698. ‘In 1928 
the cost was increased to $28,007 
for each of 10 productions, and last 


summer the individual operas cost 
$30,125. 

While the production costs have 
increaged 65 per cent without four 
years, the scale of prices has re- 
mained the same. 

The highest price is $2 for box 
seats. One-sixth of the theater's 
regular reserved seating capacity is 
priced at $1.50 per seat, another 
sixth at $1, a third at 50 cents 
and the remaining third at 25 
cents. 

It is estimated this summer's re- 
ceipts will apptoximate_those of 
last year, when the se n ended 
with a surplus of $1241. The bud- 
get for 1925 calls for expenditures 
equal to those of last summer. Ad- 
vance subscriptions have passed 
$75,000, setting a new record for 
advance orders so far ahead of the 
opening of a season. Assignment 
of seat locations is now being 
made. Information concerning 
seat reservations and other details 
of the season may be had at the of- 
fices of the association, 1880 Ar- 
cade Building. 


The theater asecciation’s season 
will begin on Monday night, May 
25. Ten productions will be made. 
The repertory, as announced two 
weeks ago, calls for 10 operas new 
to the Municipal Theater stagé.

A | HE censors hava begun night- 


riding again. In the middle 

of a season which has pro- 
duced two of the finest plays 
known to the American theater, 
the cry of impropriety has once 
more been raised. As is generaliy 
the case, this outcry has helped 
poor shows and not hurt bad ones. 
By a somewhat savage frony the 
commotion of the New York pa- 
pers threatened to render ‘Candida’ 
homeless and madea hit of a 


cheap and tawdry comedy called 
“A Good Bad Womayg”’ This piece 


was about to close and Shaw's 
masterpiece was booked to follow 
it, when suddenly the hue and cry 
began and overnight ““A Good Bad 
Woman” became a success. 

The fine old system of trial by 
combat is still the best of all. In 
the long run the public will set 
a fair and reasonable standard of 
what should and should not be in 
the theater. No censor or censors 
can possibly be as well qualifiei 
to perform this function as man 
in the mass. 


“Exiles,” by James Joyce. 

E had one of those ‘“thought- 
W ful” visits in the theater 

Thursday night, and this is 
well and good. Still, there was 
with at least one of us something, 
too, of tedium, which did not set so 
well. That the Neighborhood Play- 
house in “Exiles’’ should have de- 
scribed dan abrupt right angle and 
leaped from the visual fire and 
color of such goings-on as “The 
Little Clay Cart” to the deep, dank 
gloom of,a ceaseless discourse upon 
sex attraction and the propriety of 
paddling only one’s own canoe, was 
justifiable enough. Still there is a 
quality of monotony in this newest 
piece, exciting as its purpose might 
be considered, which is quite apart 
from this little group’s usual ten- 
dency or design. 

Which is not to say that 
courageous and somewhat sensa- 
tional James Joyce of “Ulysses” 
fame has not written well in “Px- 
iles.””” He has written well. And 
he also has written a tubful too 
much, 

What we see as the pronounced 
*vohlem at hand on this stage is a 
narried couple tin Ireland. The 
wife feels a certain urge for an 
old and handsome pal of her hus- 
band. As a matter of fact, this 
propensity is made [tn no wise 
vague, nor is it carried off with 
any degree of secrecy or hypocrisy. 
From the husband's point of view, 
the situation provides him with a 
founktain for spiritual and sacri- 
ficial cleaning. But the girl, though 
impelled to her act by an over- 
whelming desire, finds still a lurk- 
ing spark of grief that no stone 
should be placed if the path of her 
evil journey. 


Acting Is Well 

HIS matter, while acted before 
T tts audience in some detail, is 

mulled over for the better part 
of two and one-half hours by the 
clock, and no end of philosophical 
speculation upon the moral fitness 
of things is thrown In. At the mo- 
ment, I do not recall ever having 
seen or heard this particular sub- 
fect taken so seriously. Generally, 
the whole affair is finished and 
pretty well forgotten by the end of 
first act. 

Miss Phyllis Joyce, a young En- 
gliish actress, performed with con- 
siderable emotional effect, and Ian 
Hay, the husband, was gray and 
haggard and tragic. There was, too, 
Malcolm Fassett, a bit chesty and 
poetic, but good looking, which 
was his first requisite. It turns 
the problem of infidelity Inside out 
a couple of times, but ft is pretty 
tiresome along the road, It is 
called “Exiles” because its prin- 
cipal figures, I presume, are extfies 
from happiness. 

Has Volleys of Noise.

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WO bloody affairs in Serbian history never have been fully explained—the murder of 
7 King Alexander and Queen Draga in their palace at Belgrade the night of June 10, 
1903, and the murder of Archduke Ferdinand of Austria and his consort, Duchess 
Sophie of Hohenberg, in the street at Serajevo, in the Austrian province of Bosnia, June 
28, 1914. 

The first crime destroyed the Obrenovich dynasty and established of 
Kara-Georgevitch on the Serbian throne. The second crime provided the excuse for start- 
ing the European War. 

That there could have been any posfible connection between the two, or that the 
same man could have plotted both, has seemed a conclusion too strange for belief. Yet 
recent startling discoveries make it plausible if not entirely credible that there was such 

a connection; that the regicide of Belgrade in 1903 was the arch assassin of Serajevo in 
1914. One man, it appears now, plotted and led the attack on Alexander and Draga, and 11 
years later was the master mind.in planning the stroke against Austria at Serajevo.

At the same time we are reminded by many pas- 
sages of Shakspeare’s intimate knowledge of the 
sea.

We know, from his use of English, that Shagsper 
had no college education. 

As an actor Shicksper, according to the eurrent 
legend, was of no great talent. He is said to have 
acted the part of the ghost, and he also probably 
took such parts as. Enter a citizen, a tucket sounds, 
a Dog barks, a Bell is heard within, and so forth. 
But we ourselves also bave been a Tucket, a Bell, a

In regard to the personality of Shakspeare, or 
what we might call in the language of the day, 
Shakspere the man, we cannot do better than to 
quote the following excellent analysis done, we 
think, by Prof. Gilbert Murray. though we believe 
that Brander Matthews helped him a little on the 
side: 

“Shakspeare was probably a genial man who prob- 
ably liked his friends and probably spent a good deal 
of time in probable social intercourse. He was prob- 
ably good-tempered and easy- going, with very likely 
a bad temper.

Since the death of Shakspeare, his native town— 
either Stratford-upon-Avon or somewhere else—has 
become a hallowed spot for the edncated tourist.

The Rock of the Cross, or Tower Rock, is 103 
miles south of St. Louis, near Wittenberg, Mo. The 
top of it is scarcely an acre in extent, which fairly 
earns for it the title of the smallest of alf‘‘nationa! 
parks.”’ 

Father St. Cosme. Father Montigny and Pather 
Davion were missionary priests of the Canadian 
order of “‘Seminaire des Missions Etrangeres,”’ found- 
ed in 1663 by Francois de Lavel de Montmorency, 
first Bishop of Quebec. They had been sent into the 
wilderness along-the great river to work among the 
Indians and gain converts for the church. 

In December of 1699 their little fleet of canoes 
was proceeding down the Mississippi River in the 
region now included in the counties of Perry and 
Cape Girardeau, in Southeast Missouri. They had 
departed from Quebec almost a year before. and by 
way of the Great Lakes and the Illinois River had 
made their way to the Mississippi 

All of them—priests, soldiers and Indian guides 

-were weary, as they might well have been after 
such a journey. They were worn by privations. 
Their boats had become so leaky that constant bail- 
ing was necessary. They had been traveling slowly, 
stopping now and then to visit with Indian tribes 
along the river.

In a, letter written by Father St. Cosme 
to the Bishop of Quebec in 1699, he describes the 
erection of a huge cross on this rock—the first cross 
of the Christian religion in a vast wHderness along 
the mighty river. 

The attendants of the priests felled a large tree, 
from which the cross was made. The Indians, be- 
cause of their fear of the place, probably took little 
or no part in the work, and indeed may not have 
dared to trespass upon the island at all. 

The Rock of the Cross was the subject of a recent! 
article in The Community, published monthly at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., for the Southeast Missouri 
Rural Community Association.. Allan Hinchey, the 
editof, writes: 

“For many years this cross, made of oak, stood 
upon the summit of the rock, a beacon to the ad- 
venturous spirits who made their way into the wil 
derness, telling them that before them had paases 
men of the Christian religion. Today, two and 4 
quarter centuries -later, passengers on the Frisco 
line from St. Louis to Memphis, and’ those who pass 
along the river in boats, may see this Rock of the 
Cross, standing in picturesque aloofness near the 
Missouri shore. 

“To those who know the story of the rock, it is 
not difficult to imagine that scene of the long ago, 
when this adventurous missionaries~erected the 
symbol of their religion and, singing the 
Vexilla Regis, dedicated the spot to the 
glory of God and to the conversion of the 
savages.’ 

And here is the story, translated into Fn- 
clish, as Father St. Cosme told it in a letter 
to his Bishop at Quebec: 

“On the tenth (December, 1699) saw a 
hill which is about three arpents distant 
from the Mississippi River, on the right 
soing down. After being detained a part 
of the eleventh by rain, we arrived early 
on Ahe twelfth at Cape St. Antoine, where 
we remained that day and the next to get 
pitch, which we needed. 

“There are many pines from Cape St. An- 
toine to a river lower down, and it is the 
only spot where we saw any from the Chi- 
gagua (Chicago) to the Acencaes (Arkan- 
sas). Cape St. Antoine is a rock on the left 
as you go down.”

To defend its character as a residence town, Wip- 
netka has adopted a zoning ordinance, prepared by 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of the City Plan 
Commission of St. Louis. Under its provisions, 95 
per cent of the area of the village is restricted to 
single family homes standing each on no less than 
one-sixth of an acre of ground, which means a plot

How would it feel to live in this perfect village? 
To begin with, the citizens are not ashamed of lack- 
ing such cosmopolitan splendors as clouds of fac- 
tory smoke, multitudinous bustle and noise, cele 
brated gunmen and gangsters, and professional! pol- 
iticicns. On the contrary, they are provincially 
inclined to be proud of their honest and efficient 
vovernment, the total absence of a criminal ele 
ment, the clear air and the sylvan quietude of the 
streets. 

“It is a splendid piace in which to rear children,” 
one heard again and again.

N A SUN-BRIGHT morning 
in February, just a year ago, 
August Mayer, a smartly 
groomed, pleasant-mannered 
American, stepped from the 
deorway of his hotel to the 
sidewalk that skirts the four 
sides of the Plazzs& Doria, in Genoa.

The dictionary 
does not vouchsafe information at all commensurate 
with his importance: “A three-toed or BWradypodine 
sloth, named from its cry.’”’ And a very bad wood- 
cut, that makes his head look like part of his upper 
arm.

The poor beast’s caput does stick out like the thick 
stump of an amputated limb, the small features and 
eyes pretty well concealed under the thick growth 
of long, greenish hair. 

The Sloths are about the only green-haired; ani- 
mals that roam the woods. Green is not their natural 
color, but the warm, damp air of the tropics per- 
mits ‘microscopic plants of the .group known as 
Algae (there’s another good puzzle word, but not 
much used) to grow upon their hair, and thus give 
them a concealing coloration. 

The Sloths need all the protection that conceal- 
ment will give them, ‘too; for the languor of their 
movements has given them good title to their name, 


and would make them easy prey to their enemies, if 


they were not so nearly invisible among the foliage. 
Their normal position is upside-down and their gait 
very slow, careful shifting with their long-clawed 
feet. On the ground they are nearly helpless. An 
explorer, recently returned to Washington, tells of 
the behavior of one he ¢aught in the jungle and 
was bringing down the river in a dugout canoe. 
Every .time the boat started under an overhanging 
branch the poor Sloth would start to reach for it, 
evidently with a hope of escape struggling in its 
dim mind; but every time its foot got up too late. 
Even the leisurely travel of an Indian piragua was 
too swift a pace for him to keep,;up with. Te ex- 
plorer said it reminded him of those nichtmares 
in which one finds himself in deadly peril, and yet 
can move his limbs only as though they were weight- 
ed with lead.

St. Cosme here refers to what is known 
today as Fountain Bluff, on the Hiltnois 
shore. The letter continues: 

“Some arpens below there is another 
rock on the right which advances into 
the river and forms an island, or rather 
& rock 200 feet high, which, making 
the river turn beck very rapidly and 
enter the channel, forms a kind of 
whiripool, where it is said that a ca- 
noe was engulfed at high waters. — 

“Fourteen Miamis were once lost 
there, which has rendered the spot fear- 
ful among the Indians, so they are ac- 


| eustomed to make seme sacrifice to this 


rock when they pass. 

“We saw no figure there, as we had 
been told. You ascend this island and 
rock by a hill with some difficulty. 

“On it-we planted a beautiful cross, 
singing the Vexilla Regis, and our peo- 
ple fired three volleys of musketry. 
God grant that the cross, which has 
never been known in this region, may 
triumph there and our Lord pour forth 
abundantly upon them the merits of 
His holy passion, that the Indians may 
know and serve Him.” 

A discrepancy as to the height of the 
rock will be noted between the descrip- 
tion written by Father St. Cosme, who 
puts it at 200 feet, and Governmert 
documents at Washington, which state 
that the height is “about 50 feet above 
high water.” The island never has been 
surveyed or measured. The heizkt of its 
top is, however, closer to 100 feet than 
to 50 feet. 

Father St. Cosme and his companions 
undoubtedly visited the rock at a time 
when the water of the river was low, 


| Which would have made the rock loom 


up higher than it ordimarily does. And 
the photograph gives some idea of what 
a toilsome climb the explorers must 
have had before they gained the top— 
a circumstance which may have added 
considerably to their estimate of its 
loftiness. 

These three Seminarians and their
